wheat and that it was all frozen. I ask- 
ei him bow many cattle he had. He 
answered one cow. Let the farmer fol- 
how se line he has the most taste for, in 
stock, dairy or fattening then: In feed- 
inv steers T will give you an instance of 


what we have done. We bought an ani- 
ail from a farmer for $24 75; this beast 
was Z years and 7 months ola; we kept it 
four months and sold it for $49.00; 
aaron four months we made as much 
fromthe animal, less 50 cents, as the 
tarmer did in 2 years and 7 months. Ir 
s suuply disgriceful to see the cattle that 
aren dt killed here for beef. 

Mixed farming is not only more profit- 
able, but money comes in, every month 
in the year. 

Mr, Bedford’s paper met with great ap- 
plause. 

Mr. Wilson read a paper on the same 
subject. 

The causes of the present depression 
are mainly to be foun: in failare of the 
crop and over production in other coun- 
tries. I believe the cause here is the 
craze for wheat growing. The wheat 

crop in Manitoba during the last ten 
years has cost the farmer more than it 
«old for. Mixed farming is the only sav- 
iour Too much dependence on one crop 
causes in case of failure, univer«al failure. 
Are the farmers of Manitoba, in the true 
sense of the word, farmers’ I think not. 
Farmers want a deeper knowledge of 
their profession. The future generation 
should be taught agriculture at the pub- 
lic schuols. 

Mr. Wilson was great'y applauded. 

Mr. Nichol, the chairman, called on 
any yentleman present to give his views 
and discuss the subject. 

Mr. Smith made a few remarks. 

Mr. J. Moulds, of Brandon Hills, 
said—-I do not think wheat can be raixed 
for lens than 30 cents a bushel. I can 
sell wheat at that price. I Gnd by erop- 
ping every year with whear, the less 
wheat we grow. We hire labor for about 
eiyht months for about @200. Why 
steuld we not hire the man for a year 
for $220? It would he both better for 
hin and for us. In the winter months 
he could look after the stock. If it was 
not for my stock I should not be farming 
in Brandon Hulls to-day. I shou'd have 
failed. Instead, | have been able to put 
my wheat money in wy . pocket and pay 
for my impleme its. I have never been 
in the hands of the loan companies and 
banks. I ask Mr. Bedford what kind 
of cow he would particularly recommend. 

Mr. Bedford—A reai good shorthorn. 
As an instance of what can be done with 
acow, seventeen yéars ago, when I came 
to this country, I bought a cow fur 30, 
sold her for more than $60, and her 
stock for $224. 

Mr. J.A.Smith said— Any little money 
I make 1 make out of what the farmer 
usually burns up. Many people remark

Weare 
too much given to exaggeration. —_In re- 
gard to labor, it is a gvod idea to have a 
man all the year round. We are are 
suffering from the truits of our booming 
ideas. I read that 84 cents has been 
realized out of frozen grain by feeding 
pigs, I hope it may be so; but I con- 
sider the statement overdrawn, and 
should like to ask Mr. bedford his 
opinion. 

Mr. S. A. Bedford—From a test made 
on the experimental farm we realized 49 
cents from frozen§ grain) in feeding 
pigs. The pigs were kept in a place that 
often went down to zero, 

Mr. Postlethwaite— I farm on a more 
extensive scale than Mr. Smith, From a 
careful calculation my wheat has cesc me, 
delivered in Brandon. $6.48 an acre 
These are accurate figures. 1 have had 
\ paying crop each year, except in ‘3%, 
Mr. J. EK. Smith’s land is better adapted 
to stock than the land on the prairie. 
We are handicapped by not being able to 


buy in the best market. 
Mr. k. Waugh, of Winnipeg—I take 
“reat interest in these meetings, The 


farmers, to make a success, must have 
zood land, he must have a good crop, and 
he must sell in a good market. The long 
credit system is one of the curses of the 
country. If the farmer paid cash he 
could get his goods for 20 per cent. less. 
Why should he pry the Implement man 
GO ber cent. above cost. But this is wot 
the worst. The farmer gives the hotel 
keeper 30 times the actual cost for 4 
glass of whiskey, and he never thinks it 
dear. 

Mr. Green made a few remarks, sta- 
tng that he hoped to build up an indus- 

ry between this country and Scotland. 
H» mentioned that he had bouygut cattle 
in ISS8L for 30 and sold them the follow- 
ing year for $50 There are lots of 
countries thac are much safer to farm in 
than Manitoba. Manitobacan, however, 
raise cattle so cheaply that we can com- 
pete with the world. Thousands of -lol- 
lars are paid out for poultry that are 
brought from Ontario and the States. 
Why is this’ 

Mr. Gregy, of the Farmers’ Advocate, 
said—You cannot make money out of 
scrubbs. you must have guod cattle. 

Mr. Percival said—I think we, as 
electors, should elect, both at Octawa 
and Winnipeg, such men as will carry 
out our views in getting a reduction of 
the taciff, particularly in regard to bind- 
ing twine and implements ‘and the gra- 
ing of wheat.

Hie said: ‘*] ain preparing a series of 
facts, which I have not yet completed, in 
relation to the numerous accusations 
statements which Dr. Parkhurst has 
made against the police department of 
this city. I have refrained from attack- 
ing the rev. gentleman because he is a 
clergyman. These accusations have been 
made up without evidence to support 
them, and I do not think that he be- 
lieves them himself. The whole thing 
was made up by him and by certain in 
fluential members of the congregation in 
connection with a divorce suit that oc- 
curred in this city nine or ten munths 
ago as the time when Dr. Paskhurst first 
began to attack the police. The com- 
plainant in the divoree case was a young 
women belonging tu his cungregation whu 
sought tu be divurced frum her husband. 
At that time Dr. Parkhuret and certain 
members of his congregation tried tu get 
4 certain police officer to testify to cer- 
tain facts regarding the misdoings cf the 
young woman's husband, but the officer 
refused to swear to such facts.
